PORTERVILLE, Jan. 3 — Wa- 
ter problems of California, with 
special emphasis on the problem of 
“county of origin” rights, is list- 
ed by State Senator J. Howard 
Williams as the most important 
matter that will come before the 
state legislature when it convenes — 
in Sacramento next Monday.

Senator Williams believes that 
the county of origin question is 
the key to practically the entire 
state water problem, since present 
and anticipated future needs of 
counties must be determined be- 
fore water from a county of origin 
can be assigned to another part 
of the state. 

The matter of water project fi- 
nancing hinges also on the county 
of origin question, Senator Wil- 
liams says, since southern Califor- 
nia legislators are not now inclin- 


j}ed to vote funds for water proj- 


ects unless southern California 
gets an assured water supply.

| Senator Williams also expects 
the question of oil conservation to 
‘become an important issue of the 
coming legislative session, since 
proposition No. 4 was defeated in 
November. And the question of 
the amount of state royalties from 
oil, and the use of state oil royal- 
ties will also be legislative issues. 

In anticipating a state budget 
of close to two billion dollars, 
Senator Williams says that he is 
pleased that Governor Goodwin J. 
Knight has said he will request 
no new taxes. 


“Our state economy is holding 
up well’, Senator Williams says. 
“T believe that with tight control 
of the budget, the needs of the 
people of the state can be met 
without tax increases, or without 
imposing new taxes.” 

Senator Williams points out that 
actually the state legislature con- 
trols only about a third of the 
state budget, since about two 
thirds of the budget has been 
voted into law by the people of the 
state. 


Opening session of the legisla- 
ture will last up to 30 days, after 
which a recess of up to 30 days 
will be declared. Legislators will 
then go back to Sacramento to 
complete the 120-day session.

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WHO IS WEALTHY? 


With the United States congress going into session this week, we 
taxpaying citizens can anticipate the usual tug of war concerning ex- 
pending of federal money in the form of grants-in-aid to the various 
states, particularly in the fields of aid to education, construction of 
hospitals, government scholarships, aid to the needy, sewage disposal, 
community water facilities, highways, and the like. ‘ 


And one of the arguments that will be used in favor of greater 
federal spending will be that federal government is "rich"; state gov- 
ernments are "poor", andeneed help. 


But before we, as citizens, jump to conclusions, let's remember 
these facts: 1. The national debt at present is eight times as great 
as the combined debts of all 48 states; 2. Twenty-five years ago the 
federal government received one-fourth of all taxes collected in the 
United States, but today, the federal government receives three- 
fourths of all taxes; 3.

The proposed marketing order 
would provide for: (1) an advis- 
ory board of nine canner mem- 
bers and their respective alter- 
nates; (2) authority to recom- 
mend to the director of agricul- 
ture the establishment of a mar- 
ketable quantity and marketable 
and -stabilization percentages to 
apply to the available supplies of 
canned olives of each canner and 
other’ stabilization procedures; 
and (3) a grower relations com- 
mittee composed of olive grow- 
ers. 

The purpose of the hearing is to 
receive testimony and evidence 
with respect to the provisions of 
the proposed order. Amendments 
to the proposed marketing order 
may be offered at the hearing. 
Also nominations will be received 
at the hearing of persons eligible 
to be appointed to serve as mem- 
bers and alternate members on the 
advisory board. 


The proposed marketing order 
would be active only during the 
1956-57 marketing season. The
